W. Gist, state and 
federal statistician, at the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in Monte‘om- 
ery, Who in brief made publie the 
following favorable report. 

Cotton has a condition of 71 per 
cent compared with 59 per cent 
one year ago. A yield of 170 
pounds per acre is foreenst, com- 
pared with 150 one year ago and 
the indicated yield is today1,317,- 
000 bales compared with 1,096,000 
last year. This indicated yield is in 
all respects higher than the 5 year 
average and with a continuation of 
food conditions a fine erop is now 
in prospect. Weather and holl 
weevil may change this favorable 
outlook, but present indications for 
all crops are good. 

Corn promises a yield of 41 mil- 
lion bushels compared with 80 mil- 
lion last year, whieh should be 
enough for Alabama’s farm needs. 
Sorghum and sugarcane are mal 
ing a better showing than last year, 
and sweet potatoes also have a de- 
cided inerease in yield, 

Peanuts are only slightly better 
then last year, while hay occupies 
exactly the same position. No fore- 
cast of yield of hay has been made 
as much legume hay is being: pro- 
duced, Pastures are not quite so 
favorable as last year but are look 
ing quite good. 

Fruits and nuts are below last 
year’s prospects, including apples, 
ptacnes, pears grapes and pecans. 
Pecans haye a condition of 44 per 
cent compared with 70 last year. 

Milk production holds up well, 
as does eges. Farm labor is more 
plentiful than last year. 

This report, while highly favor- 
able compared with last year, must 
not be taken to mean that produe- 
tion is indicated as assured. If the 
present favorable conditions con- 
tinue, Alabama will have to buy 
outside the state, much of feed anid 
foods, although corn is thought to 
be about enough for home use. 

The acreage of the eleven princi- 
pal crops is only slightly in excess 
of the acreage of cotton.

The spring pig crop is generally 
ready for market during October, 
November and December. A study 
of receipts at principal markets 
shows relatively small reecipts dur- 
ing August and September, with 
larger quantities sent to market in 
October, still larger in November, 
and a further increase in Decem- 
ber—the peak movement being 
reached in January. 

There is generally a decline in 
prices during the period from Sep- 
tember to January when receipts 
are inereasing. On an average the
